
M’CHESNKV ‘sCOKES AGAIN. 

The racing at Worth yesterday was fully up to 
the splendid sport thut has been given at this pop- 
ular course in the first four days of the present 
meeting. The favorable weather drew out by far 
the largest crowd of the week, which was notice- 
ably augmented by the big half-holiday attend- 
ance. 

The feature race of the day was the Alpine Stakes, 
a dash of one mile for three-year-olds and upward, 
with r$l,000 added. Nitrate was made the fav- 
orite, V being held at 3 to 1 in the bet- 
ting, but he failed to run inside the 

money, the winner turning up in C. B. Campbell, 
against whose chances as good as 8 to 1 could be 
had. To a good start Peaceful shot to the front, 
followed by C. B. Campbell and Ethel Wheat. 
Peaceful continued in the lead and turned for home 
two lengths in front, appearing the winner, but in 
the final eighth C. B. Campbell, which had always 
been second, closed up on him fast and easily out- 
stayed him to the wire, winning by one length. 
Peaceful was under a stout diive all throngh the 
final furlong, but stood punishment gamely, getting 
second place easily from J. V. Kirby by a length. 
The latter finished stoutly. Ethel Wheat was the 
victim of a weak ride and, besides, was pocketed 
almost through the entire stretch. When she got 
clear sailing in the closing strides she came with 
a rush. Nitrate also finished resolutely. Talpa 
showed some early speed. MacQyle ceased to be a 
serious contender by the time the last quarter had 
been reached. The stake was worth $1,640 to the 
winner. 

McChesney, as was naturally expected, took the 
third race, a dash of one and one-eighth miles for 
all ages but he had to be driven out all throngh 
the last eighth. Illowaho led by a good margin 
until well straightened for home where McChesney 
running next to the inside rail closed up steadily 
on him, winning in a drive by a neck from John 
McGurk, which beat Illowaho the same distance 
for second place. McChesney was pocketed whan 
turning for home, compelling Buchanan to take 
him next to the inside rail to get an opening. John 
McGurk came with a rush at the end, nipping Illo- 
waho on the post. Bragg fell away badly beaten 
when turning for home. 

The day’s first race, a dash of six_ furlongs for 
three-year-olds, resulted in a close and exciting 
finish, four of the field going under the wire to- 
gether. Pretorius won by a nose from Charley 
Thompson, which beat Leviathan the same distance 
for second place with Hargis a head back of Levia- 
than. Pretorius saved ground when turning for 
home by going next to the inside rail and finished 
fast and strongly. Charley Thompson faltered 
slightly when entering the last quarter but rallied 
fast in the last sixteenth and finished with a rush. 
Leviathan and Hargis also finished strongly. It 
was strictly a four-horse race throughout. 

L’Etrenne proved to be much the best in the sec- 
ond race, a dash of five furlongs for all ages. She 
ran Fort Wayne into early submission and then 
came away easily, winning by one length from 
Yinctides, which beat Andes the same distance for 
second place. Vinctides was outrun in the first 
half, but closed up ground fast in the final eighth 
and finished strongly. Andes made up much 
ground in the last quarter. Fort W'ayne ran wall 
for about a half mile. Ahola showed early speed, 
but appears to be nowhere near herself. Sarah 
Maxim ran well up to the turn for home. 

Irene Lindsey ran to her best form in the fifth 
race, a dash of five furlongs for all ages, winning 
easily by one and one-half lengths from Money 
Muss which boat Duelist the same distance for 
second place. Money Muss made a bold but inef- 
fectual attempt to close up on the winners in the 
final eighth. Duelist tired noticeably when the 
pinch came. The race was strictly a throe-horse 
affair throughout. 



The last race, a dash of one and an eighth 
miles for three-year-olds and upward, resulted in a | 
hollow victory for Marque. First Hub Prather j 
and then Little Elkin held command, the latter | 
leading at the mile post, bnt along here Marque 
Was called on and went to the front in a stride 
fairly running away from the field. She won in a 
canter by one and one-half lengths from Hayward 
Hunter which beat Obstinate Simon two lengths 
for second place. 

The betting was the heaviest of the week and the 
attendance one of the largest that ever visited this 
track. 

MOKKI8 PARK RACING. 

Concerning features of the Morris Park racing of 
Thursday the Sun of Friday says: 

“Lucien Lyne, the jockey whose services for next 
season are sought after by James R. Keene, J. B, 
Haggin and John A. Drake, gave another splendid 
exhibition of riding at Morris Park yesterday when 
he landed three winners, Christine A., Wealth and 
Hermencia, and finished third with Oum Paul. In 
each instance Lyne displayed superior judgment 
in placing his mounts, rode with fearlessness and 
strength, and yet had something up his sleeve all 
the time. Though Lyne’s father came here the 
other day to talk over Mr. Keene’s offer to the boy 
to ride in England next year, no definite conclusion 
has bean arrived at. In fact it is the impression 
among turfmen that father and eon are rather 
opposed to a trip abroad, and that they will ulti- 
mately accept Mr. Haggin’s proposition, which 
embodies a salary of $15,000, with first call on the 
jockey’s services. 

•‘Including the Belle Meade Stakes, Colonel Bill | 
has won five consecutive races, having captured the | 
Oriental, Omnium and Ocean handicaps, together 
with an overnight event for all ages. Because of 
these performances turfmen are divided in the 
opinion as to whether Colonel Bill is the best 
three-year-old colt of the vear. 

“During the races yesterday J. H, Alexandre and 
S. S. Howland, representing the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association, rode over the West- 
chester steeplechase course and measured the 
jumps. At the conclusion of the trip Mr. Alexandre 
said : 

“We find that the jumps are perfect and that the 
course is in fine condition, which means that we 
shall see some fine steeplechasing before this meet- 
ing ends. Next year the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt A^ociation will see to it that there is a gen- 
eral standard for the jumps at all the race courses 
operating under our jurisdiction, so that the sport 
may bo furthered in every way.’’ 

“Starter Pettingill’s work with the barrier yester- 
day was the best that he has done since C. J. Fitz- 
gerald was taken ill. In all six races Mr. Pettin- 
gill got the fields away in splendid style, every 
horse breaking at the v«ord of command, so that 
not one received a handicap at the post. There was 
a delay of seven minutes at the barrier in the Bronx 
Handicap dne to the unrnly conduct of Unmasked, 
though his rider, Spencer, was in no way to blame. 
But when the barrier was let go, the horses went 
away like a troop of cavalry. 

“J. A. Bennett saw starter Fitzgerald for a few 
moments on Wednesday and was the first person to 
visit the sick man’s room since he was taken home 
from Saratoga. Bennett says Mr. Fitzgerald is 
slowly recovering. 

“Frank Farrell’s horses, with the exception of 
several two-year-olds and yearlings, will be sold at 
auction at Morris Park before the races tomorrow. 
Blues, Bonnibart, Colonel Padden, The Musketeer, 
De Reszke and others will be placed under the 
hammer. As Tom Welsh will train exclusively for 
Julius Fleischmann next year, Farrell is on the 
lookout for a new trainer.
